Reasons Are Cited.

Dr. Duncan explained that there are 
eight main reasons for the present loca- 
tion by archeologists of the cradle of 
the human race in Asia. First, the old- 
est human remains, 500,000 B. C., have 
been found in Pava, once a part of 
Asia; second, human teeth of the qua- 
ternary age were discovered southwest 
of Peking; third, artifacts dating from 
56,000 B. C., have been dug up in Mon- 
golia; fourth, ruins of great age repre- 
senting a very ancient civilization have 
been unearthed in Central Asia; sixth, 
Asia has been dry land for 20,000.000 
years, seventh, its great size with con- 
difions favorable for primitive man. 
and eighth, Asia is central for migra- 
tions east, west, north and south. 

Corroborative of the divine inspira- 
tion of the Bible, John W. Lea, of the 
University of Pennsylvania, in a paper 
read at yesterday’s morning session at 
the Catholic University, found an ex- 
actly dated prophecy of the World War 
and the restoration of Jerusalem 
which followed it in the last two verses 
of the twelfth chapter of the Book of 
Daniel, when interpreted in the light of 
modern knowledge. 

Interpreting the time periods given by 
Daniel as a year for a day, there is a 
remarkable correspondence between the 
prophecies and the actual facts, Lea 
pointed out.

“This chapter of Daniel makes spe- 
cific mention of desolation of the Holy 
Land by an abomination which should 
hold sway for 1,260 days,” he said, “and 
at the end of that time the deliverance 
would be effected by Michael, the great 
prince. A special blessing is pronounced 
upon him that cometh at the end of 


1,335 days,”

- Lea pointed out that the Mohamme- 
dan date 1,335 corresponds with the 
Caesarean calendar year 1917, when the 
World War was in progress, and the 
Balfour declaration was made in favor 
of Palestine as the Jewish home land, 
which resulted in the deliverance of 
Jerusalem and the Holy Land from 
Turkish domination. 

Thereafter, he pointed out, the old 
Turks passed away and the new Turkey 
has arisen under Mustapha Kemal, who 
ig gradually eliminating all ciyil and 
religious characteristics of Mohamme- 
danism. Coincidental with the decay of 
Mohammedanism, he said, has been the 
growth of Zionism, a movement which 
started in 1897, exactly 1,260 years after 
Jerusalem was captured by Caliph 
Omar. 

All Classes Liars. 


Prof. W. A. Irwin, of the University 
of Toronto, asserted in his paper read 
at the afternoon session, that all classes 
of people in ancient Israel lied and 
dissembled without compunction. This 
condition found its apologia and its 
culmination in a lying god, he said.

16 RACEGOERS KILLED 
IN CRASH OF TRAINS 


Americans Escape; Some of 
the 30 Injured May Die, 
It Is Said. 


Paris, April 11 (A.P.).—Crushed or 
trapped in burning cars, 16 persons were 
killed and 30 injured today when a 
crowded race train bound for the 
Enghien Race Track crashed into an 
empty train near the great French rail- 
road station, Gare du Nord. 

Although race track trains generally 
carry a fair percentage of overseas track 
followers, there were no American casu- 
aties, all the victims being French. 
Some of those injured in the crash 
may die. Firemen and a wrecking crew 
worked for hours to extricate the bodies 
of those killed from the blazing wreck- 
age, many of the victims being pinned 
beneath the burning cars. 


U. S.-to-Peru Flight

WITNESS CALLED “LIAR;” 
SPECTATOR TAKEN OUT 


Trial of Injunction Action 
Against the Former Mem- 
bers Goes On. 


Pittsburgh, April 11 (A.P.).—The suit 
of five former members of the Ku Klux 
Klan to restrain the order from operat- 
ing in Pennsylvania was thrown out 
of Federal court’ here today by Judge 
W. H. S. Thomson, who ruled that he 
was without jurisdiction and that it 
was a question of tke State to settle. 

Coming with dramatic suddenness, 
d ring a heated argument between 
counsel on the jurisdiction of the 
court, the opinion made a clean sweep 
of the counteraction of the five mem- 
bers, who sought a receivership for the 
Klan in Pennsylvania and asked for an 
accounting of some $15,000,000 said to 
have been collected by the order in 
this State. 

The original Klan suit, to restrain 
the five members from _ interferring 
with it and conducting initiations, and 
asking for $100,000 damages from them, 
was not affected by the opinion, and 
trial of this action was continued. 


Sensational Charges. 


mony, during which klansmen were 
charged with burning men alive in 
Texas, organizing a “night riders” ter- 
rorist branch in Oklahoma and Ohio, 
horsewhipping “offending citizens” and 
causing riots, and other disorders, the 
opposing attorneys today brought the 
counteraction case to a head when 
they engaged in an argument over 
jurisdiction. Judge Thomson halted 
the argument and handed down his 
opinion. In addition to throwing cut 
the case against the Klan, he held that 
if charges of lawlessness against the 
order were sustained, it would not only 
be thre right but perhaps the duty of 
the State of Pennsylvania to revoke 
the license under which the klan op- 
erates in this State. 

Sensation followed sensation as trial 
of the case proceeded today before the 
judge handed down the opinion, Van 
A. Barrickman, defense counsel and one 
of the five ousted klansmen, during an 
argument with John Connaughton, Klan 
attorney, charged that Imperial Wizard 
Hiram Evans had used klan funds to 
foster murders, arson and riots, and 
that he had boasted he would control 
Federal and State governments and 
elect Presidents. Barrickman made these 
remarks while reading a deposition 
made by William J. Simmons, founder 
of the klan, who was replaced as im- 
perial wizard by Evans. The remarks 
led to a question of jurisdiction, and 
here the Judge stepped in and delivered 
his opinion. 


Stephenson Deposition Read. 


These followed introduction of a 
deposition by D. C. Stephenson, former 
Indiana klan leader, now serving a life 
term for the murder of a girl. A klan 
motion to throw this deposition out 
was overruled, Judge Thompson holding 
it would stand as evidence, except the 
portions which are immaterial and ir- 
relevant. 

The trial was temporarily halted to- 
day when a spectator was ejected after 
he had called a witness a liar. 

Dr. Charles F. Hunter, one of five 
“banished” klansmen, was on the 
stand describing a tilt between Van 
A. Barrickman, a codefendant and Dr. 
H. C. Shaw, grand dragon of Pennsyl- 
vania, at Barrickman’s trial before the 
order, at the time of the interruption. 

Dr. Hunter said a man put his hand 
in his pocket and said “I'll get him,” 
(meaning Barrickman). 

“Who was that man?” asked Lewis 
C. Walkinshaw, counsel for the former 
klansmen., 

“William J. Hohman.” 

“You're a liar,” shouted Hohman. 

“Put that man out,” directed Judge 
W. H. S. Thomson. 

Hohman, exalted cyclops of No. 1 
klan, Pittsburgh, was led from the 
courtroom by a deputy United States 
marshal. 

“Your Honor, I apologize,” said Hoh- 
man as he was escorted into the cor- 
ridor. © 


Evans’ Testimony Asked. 


Barrickman, addressing the court, de- 
manded that Evans be summoned as a 
witness, but Connaughton said he had 
no statement to make concerning the 
appearance of the imperial wizard at 
the trial 

Connaughton asked the court to delay 
the trial 48 hours so that he might 
subpena witnesses from Texas to re- 
fute the testimony of Claremce W. 
Ludlow, former member of the Dallas 
Lodge, No. 66, that klansmen burned at 
the stake seven or eight whites and 
negroes in that State. 

Judge Thomson refused to grant the 
delay, whereupon Connaughton sald 
the judge’s action placed the klan in 
a peculiar position. 

Persistent reports were prevalent in 
court circles that Evans already was 
in Pittsburgh and ready to take the 
stand for the klan. When broached 
on this subject, Connaughton said: “I 
won't say one way or the other.” 


Four Killed in Mexico Wreck.

Three Officers of Cameron 
Michel Co. Are Named 
With Salesmen. 


CANARIO STOCK VALUE 
HELD MISREPRESENTED 


Creation of Artificial Market 
for Shares on Curb 
» Is Alleged.

New York, April .11.—Indictments 
charging three officers of Cameron 
Michel &»Co., Inc., and six other de- 
fendants with conspiracy to use the 
mails to defraud in the sale of stocks 
of the Canario Copper Co. were handed 
up today by the Federal grand jury. 

The defendants named are George H. 
Shurtleff, Herbert C. Locke and John 
T. Locke, officers of the company; 
John Carter Anderson, mining engineer; 
Oscar Regel, Harry C. Carragher, Oscar 
G. Funke, Harry B. Cutches, Richard 
Plechnerand W. H. Day, alleged sales- 
men of the stock, also the Cameron 
Michel Co., the Cameron Holding Cor- 
poration and the Copper Exploration 
Co., Inc, It is understood that former 
United States Senator Cameron organ- 
ized the company but withdrew from 
partnership in 1920 when he entered 
the Senate, and prior to the allegations 
of fraud as contained in the indictment. 
The offices of Cameron Michel & Co. 
were at 8 West Fortieth street. 


35 Counts Indictment. 


Scores of victims are said to have 
been mulcted by the scheme which has 
been going on since 1920 and was in- 
tended, according to the indictment to 
defraud the Canario Copper Co. in- 
vestors by misrepresenting the value 
of the stock on the market and other- 
wise mislead prospective customers 
through the mailing inaccurate state- 
ments concerning the value of the 
mining property. The mines of the 
company are near Noczari, in the State 
of Sonora, Mexico. 

,there are in all 35 counts in the tn- 
dictment naming individuals who are 
alleged to have received circulars and 
other information concerning the ac- 
tivities of the company. The charges 
state that the Canario Copper Co. of 
Arizona was capitalized at $2,000,000, 
consisting of 2,000,000 shares of stock 
at par value $1 a share, and that later 
the Canario Copper Co., Inc., was cap- 
italized at $20,000,000, consisting of 
2,000,000 shares at par $10 a share. 
The investigation began with the sale 
of $7,000,000 worth of stock of Canario 
Copper Co, of Arizona in 1925. Despite 
the boom at that time the stock sud- 
denly collapsed and was stricken from 
the curb market.

New York, April 11 (A.P.).—The sud- 
den appearance of a striking youn 
biond, demading that she be heard as a 
witness, created a dramatic delay in the 
proceedings today just before Mrs. 
Esther E. Evans Wilson, big game hunt- 
ress, was ordered held to the grand jury 
on charges of shooting her husband 
Dallet H. Wilson, lawyer and prominent 
Republican.

Miller to Be Questioned.

W. Fall, former Secretary of the In- 
terior, is alleged to have been bribed 
by Harry F. Sinclair in connection with 
the leasing of the Teapot Dome oil 
preserve. It was disclosed in Washing- 
ton that Miller is to be questioned next 
Tuesday by the public lands committee 
on the basis of the Wilson telegram.

Crowe henchmen. 

There arises the question now of 
whether the delegates from these seven 
districts, with their leaders dethroned, 
will not forget all about their “Draft 
Coolidge” pledge shortly after they ar- 
rive at the convention and welcome 
overtures from the Lowdenites. In any 
event Lowden will have 47 of the State’s 
61 delegates, the largest single bloc of 
any man at the convention, unless, 0: 
course, Secretary Mellon should do the 
unexpected and throw the bulk of 
Pennsylvania's 79 delegates to Secretary 
Hoover at the outset. Such develop- 
ments as that in Illinois argue against 
Mr. Mellon doing anything of this kind. 

One of the great immediate results 
of the Lowden victory will be that pub- 
lic attention in the East will be focused 
on him more than heretofore. Pub- 
licity in this section of the country has 
favored Secretary Noover to the exclu- 
sion almost of everybody else in the 
Republican race,’

Illinois Commission Then Had 
Petition to Consolidate His 
Companies, He Says. 
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(Associated Press.) 

Charges of a connection between 
public utility interests and the Copley 
Press, publishing a number of daily 
newspapers in Illinois and California, 
were investigated yesterday at a public 
hearing before the Federal Trade Com- 
mission. 

Officials of the publishing company 
testified that Ira C. Copley, head of the 
company, owns stock and bonds worth 
about $5,000,000 in the Western United 
Corporation and the Western United 
Gas & Electric Co., but they made sweep- 
iy. denial ta*t any utility company was 
interested in the Copley corporation, 
or that there was any connection be- 
tween utility interests and the Copley 
newspapers. 

Spaulding on Stand. 

The author of the original charges, 
Willis J. Spaulding, city commissioner 
of public property of Springfield, I1., 
was the sole witness on the other side. 
He told the commission that he never 
had charged the Copley Press with any- 
thing unlawful, and he r-plied in the 
negative when asked whether he could 
cite anything contrary to the public 
interest in the columns of th: Spring- 
field Journal since Mr, Copley pur- 
chased it at the beginning of 1928. 
But he said he wanted it known that 
those behind the Copley newspapers 
were interested in public utilities. 

The two companies in which it was 
testified that Mr. Copley has $5,000,000 
worth of stock and bonds were said 
to have been sold in January, 1926, to 
a New York firm and later resold to 
Samuel Insull, who now controlls them. 
The Copley officials testified that Mr. 
Copley is not an officer in any utility 
company. At the end of yesterday's hear- 
ing the Trade Commission closed its 
public inquiry into this subject, but 
will continue to receive testimony to- 
day on other phases of the general pub- 
lic utility investigation it is conducting 
under mandate of the Senate. 

Five witnesses took the stand yes- 
terday for Copley. They were B. F. 
Altschuler, his attorney; F. M. James, 
secretary and treasurer of the Copley 
Press; John Callan O’Laughlin, vice 
president and general manager of the 
Copley Press; Edward Corlett, editor of 
the Joliet (Ill.) Herald-News, and W. W. 
Armstrong, a bond dealer of Aurora, IIL 

Contributed $25,000 to Fund.

Spaulding said that Copley c™ntributed 
$25,000 to the campaign of Smith, who 
was a member of the Illinois public 
utilities commission, at a time when the 
commission had before it a petition for 
the consolidation of Copley’s public 
utility companies, 

He wanted it widely known, Spauld- 
ing declared, that the men behind the 
newspaper enterprise were also inte. 
ested in public utilities. 

Altschuler, who was mentioned by 
Spaulding «7: owning stock in the. Cop- 
ley Press and holding a directorate in 
the Western United Corporation, denied 
that there was any connection between 
Copley’s contribution to the Smith cam- 
paign and the State commission's 
approval of the petition. The money, 
he said, was paid after the utility com- 
panies in which Copley was interested 
had been granted the commission's per- 
mission to reorganize. 

Altschuler went into the financing ol! 
the Copley concern, asserting that he 
was sure Mr. Copley did not know who 
had purchased $1,120,000 in bonds o! 
the enterprise. A list of the bondhold- 
ers was submitted and Armstrong de- 
clared it included no one who controlled 
a public utility company. 

James testified that he knew the 
source of all the money that went into 
Copley Press and that none of it came 
from public utility interests.

REED DECLARED SECOND 


Baltimore, April 11 (A.P.).—Edwin T. 
Meredith, former Secretary of Agricul-

TAX REDUCTION. 


Plenty of fireworks will be set off before 
the tax reduction hearings are concluded. 
Already the debate has been loud and long, 
and representatives of the United States 
Chamber of Commerce, which advocates re- 
duction of the corporation tax to 10 per cent 
and repeal of the estate and nuisance levies, 
a program aggregating probably $400,000,000, 
as compared with the $201,000,000 contem- 
plated in the administration program, are yet 
to be heard. Whether the advocates of more 
extreme reduction’ than is contemplated by 
the Treasury will gain their end is prob- 
lematical. It may be said, however, that there 
is little general satisfaction with the $201,- 
000,000 cut planned by the administration, and 
the Treasury Department will have to place 
itself on the defensive, 

Thus far interest in the hearings has bee 


‘centered upon the automobile sales tax and 


the war tax charged upon theater admissions. 
The automobile industry long has maintained 
that the 3 per cent levy collected upon every 
sale is unfair and unjust. Since it has been 
levied, however, the Government has collected 
from motorists buying new cars a total prob- 
ably not less than $1,000,000,000. The 
Treasury does not want to lose this source of 
revenue if it can help it. Yet sentiment 
against the automobile sales tax is strong. It 
comes not only from the manufacturer, but 
from ‘individual and organized car owners. 
The Government will have to fight to retain 
the provision. 

A similar situation exists in regard to the 
theater admission tax. Producers pleaded be- 
fore the committee that exemption on ticket 
costing up to $3 or $3.50 must be granted if the 
spoken drama is to be preserved. They point 
out that this tax is one of the few remaining 
war excise measures and that it operates to 
penalize and handicap an industry already 
struggling for its existence. To the man in 
the street there seems to be little reason why 
this war tax measure should be retained. 
Again the Treasury is on the defensive. 

Whether or not the United States Chamber 
of Commerce will be able to maintain its case 
remains to be seen, It has said that the pro- 
gram it advocates would not cost over $400,- 
000,000, but it adds that even though that 
amount were exceeded the Treasury could 
stand the reduction. Secretary Mellon, how- 
ever, insists that $201,000,000 is the absolute 
limit that can be spared without jeopardizing 
national finances. It seems very improbable 
that Congress will make a greater reduction 


than that recommended by Mr. Mellon. 
\ 


GOV. SMITH’S FOOL FRIEND. 


The informality that has governed the 
campaign of Gov. Alfred E. Smith is of his 
own choosing. The New York chief executive 
announced in the fall of 1926 that he intended 
to devote the next two years to the affairs of 
New York State. There is no public evidence 
that Gov. Smith has failed to live up to his 
promise, although no one doubts that he has 
kept account of the presidential campaign. 

Criticism of Gov. Smith’s course may be 
considered captious in view of the number of 
delegates he has already acquired, but his 
policy has its weak spots, other than the fact 
that he has been unwilling to express himself 
explicitly on national issues. For instance, it 
has at times placed him at the mercies of his 
friends, or those who say they are, and in the 
group there have been those who have spoken 
neither sanely nor advisedly. 

Nothing is to be gained by such statements 
as those of Morris S. Tremaine, State comp- 
troller, who thought a visit to Virginia the 
opportune moment to threaten the South with 
a Northern Democratic bolt in the event of 
Gov. Smith’s defeat. “If the South does not 
rally to Gov. Smith’s support,’’ said Mr. Tre- 
maine in Norfolk, ‘‘knowing him to be the only 
Democrat in America who can win the Presi- 
dency, then the North will never forgive it. 
If the South rejects Gov. Smith we of the 
North will believe that it was done because of 
his religious belief only.’”’ Mr. Tremaine added 
to this statement the threat that if the South 
does not support Gov. Smith or openly deserts 
him new congressmen will not vote for 
Southern expenditures, because they will con- 
sider such action a slap in the face worthy of 
retaliation, 

Smith campaign prospects at the moment are 
too bright to be helped by such statements. 
The South is giving more and more indica- 
tions daily of a willingness to accept the 
Smith candidacy. Pugnacious and threaten- 
ing gestures under such circumstances will do 
far more harm than good. A man may ac- 
cept the inevitable, but he is more than likely 
to fight back if he thinks that he is being 
black-jacked into doing something that is not 
exactly to his taste. Enemies of Gov. Smith 
in the South will probably exploit the Tre- 
maine statement to his disadvantage. The 
great New York Governor should be preserved 
from some of his friends. 


TOTTEL’S MISCELLANY. 


The Holford book sale at Sotheby's in Lon- 
don the other day had many distinguishing 
features, but it was made specially memorable 
by one outstanding “lot.” This was a copy of 
the third, or 1559, edition of the “‘Songes and 
Sonettes’’ of Henry Howard, Earl of Surrey, 
‘‘and other,” generally known, from the name 
of its publisher, as ‘‘Tottel’s Miscellany.’’ This 
little book, which made its first appearance in 
1557, during the reign of Queen Mary, was 80 
popular that it ran through eight editions in 
its first 30 years. The early Elizabethan poets 
grew up on it, and fell back on it time and 
again as on a ‘“‘golden treasury.’’ Its publica- 
tion marks an epoch in the history of English 
literature, for then, for the first time, were 
introduced into English versification, with the 
happiest results, Italian lyric and its technique 
and some of its various prosodical forms. 

*Tottel’s Miscellany” is a scarce book. Only 
one copy of the first edition of 1557 is now 
known to be in existence, and that is in the 
Bodleian library at Oxford. On the second edi- 
tion, which also appeared in 1557, a month or 
two after the first, four copies are known, Of 
the third edition, which appeared in 1559, only 
two copies are supposed to be extant, that 
which was sold the other day from the Holford 
collection and that which is in the British 
Museum. Therefore, in addition to its antiquity 


pen one must not forget that it is 369 years 


in the world—the Holford copy possesses great 
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scarcity value, and naturally fetched a fine 
price. Starting at a bid of £500, it jumped at 
once to £1,000 and then to £2,000, and was 
knocked down in a few minutes at £5,000, or 
$25,000. It is in a good state of preservation, 
though not entirely free from blemishes, but 
these are few and tiny. 

The history of this particular copy adds 
materially to its value. It was at one time the 
property of Horace Walpole, and it still dis- 
plays his bookplate. When in April, 1842, the 
contents of his gimcrack Gothic mansion, 
Strawberry Hill, were sold off, his ‘‘Tottel’’ 
fell to Thorpe, a London bookseller, at £10.10. 
It subsequently passed to Lord Vernon, and 
about 50 or 60 years ago was acquired, with a 
large library of rare and beautiful books, 
from the Lord Vernon of that day by R. S. 
Holford, under whose name the whole collec- 
tion goes. The difference between £10.10 in 
1842 and £5,000 in 1928 shows how wise, 
generally for another generation, indeed, but 
sometimes for themselves, are those who make 
it a practice to acquire and keep rare books 
and hold them for a buoyant market. 


FOR EFFICIENT POLICE, 

Maj. Edwin B, Hesse, superintendent of po- 
lice, has recommended drastic measures de- 
signed to increase the morale and efficiency of 
the police force. The public has taken with a 


grain of salt the various incriminations, 


charges and counter-charges that have been 
bandied about Congress during the last few 
weeks at the expense of the metropolitan po- 


lice. The public knows that the force as a 


whole is composed of conscientious and effi- 
cient men, Yet in yiew of the charges it is wise 
to take steps to insure the fidelity and efficiency 
of the force. Maj. Hesse proposes to do this by 
making it mandatory instead of optional for 
the trial board to dismiss officers convicted of 
certain specified offenses. 

The proposed modifications in police 
manual would make dismissal the automatic 
penalty upon conviction of drinking of intoxi- 
cants or taking of narcotics, malingering or 
feigning illness, willful disobedience of orders 
or insubordination, gambling or frequenting a 
place of gambling, willful failure to report 
promptly violations of law, willful making of a 
false statement or report, and conviction upon 
any criminal or quasi-criminal offense. In ad- 
dition, Maj. Hesse :proposes another list of of- 
fenses of a less serious nature for which an 
offender shall suffer any penalty the trial 
board may recommend and the Commissioners 
approve. 

Krom every standpoint the proposed modifi- 
cations appear to be wise. The offenses listed 
by Maj. Hesse as demanding immediate dis- 
missal are serious enough to warrant such 
drastic action. 

The trial board is the heart of the disciplin- 
ary system upon which an efficient police ma- 
chine is built. It is apparent that as at pres- 
ent constituted the trial board leaves much to 
be desired. The proper way to increase the ef- 
fectiveness and efficiency of the Metropolitan 
Police Department is by defining unpardonable 
offenses and making dismissal an 
penalty. od

FEMININE “PRIVILEGES.” 


The masculine portion of Great Britain's 
population is ‘fall het up’’ over the possibility 
that enfranchisement of all women over 21, as 
proposed, will place balance of political 
power in feminine hands. The matter has been 
debated at length; nevertheless, it seems cer- 
tain that the measure will pass. The proposal 
has brought into existence the 50-50 League, 
which stands for “the emancipation of men 
from feminist domination.’’ The league re- 
cently has issued a manifesto entitled ‘‘The 
sex War,’ in which it contends that as women 
will be in a position to dictate the country’s 
policy they must be prepared to accept the 
consequences, The league demands that as 
soon as political power is transferred: 


the 


(1) Women shall be liable to military 
conscription on exactly the same terms 
and conditions as men are or may be Hable 
thereto, 

(2) All-4ex privileges, concessions and 
immunities presently enjoyed by women 
shall be withdrawn. 

(3) All laws and practices which relieve 
women of the economic consequences of 
their acts shall be annulled, 

(4) The marriage laws and all customs 
and usages which arise therefrom shall be 
rectified. 


British women may well regard this pro- 
nouncement as an idle bluff. There were die- 
hards in the United States who made similar 
demands when the American woman was en- 
franchised, hut they were laughed to scorn. 

Women have privileges in civilized countries 
that can not be turned down with a flip of the 
finger. There is a reason why women are en- 
titled to the protection of special labor laws. 
They are unfitted physically to work long 
hours, and a wise nation protects its future 
mothers, 

The modern woman does not want preferen- 
tial protection to which she is not entitled. 
Where is the woman who would not glory in 
military conscription, provided she be assigned 
to duties to which she is suited? The work of 
women during the late war, in Britain as well 
as in the United States, proved that the fair 
sex had fewer slackers than the male side. 
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Goy. Ritchie of Maryland has set at rest at 
least one line of political speculation by his 
statement “I would rather be Governor of 
Maryland than Vice President of the United 
States.”” The chief executive of Washington’s 
neighboring State has made a wise decision.

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QUEER BIRDS. 


TV. Spoonbills and Herons. 

NE of the pleasing sights of na- 
ture is a group ot rose-colored 
spoonbills. Their beauty is not 

due to their figures—which look awk- 
ward on close view—but to the finer 
color of their plumage. It is, in gén- 
eral, of a pink hue; but there are 
feathers about the wings and tail 
which are crimson.

The beak of a spoonbill is far from 
good looking, but it is built for service. 
When the bird wades~in a marsh, it 
can use the beak as a lever to turn up 
sticks. Then it may catch the creatures 
which have been hiding underneath. 
The broad bill also helps the bird to 
get a good mouthful. 

Rose-colored spoonbills are found 
only in the New World. Some breed in 
the extreme south of the United 
States, but they are much more com- 
mon in the tropics. Their nests are 
crude platforms built of sticks placed 
in trees. 

There are dozens of other queer 
wading birds, but I shall content my- 
self with a few remarks avout the 
heron family. 

The white heron is about 3 feet long. 
and may be known by its white plum- 
age, yellow bill and black legs. It 
ranges from Nova Scotia to the West 
Indies. The nests are placed in trees 
and usually contain four eggs apiece. 

The night heron of Canada and the 
northern United States has bluish gray 
feathers on part of its body, with 
greenish black feathers on its back 
and crown. There is a night heron in 
Southern States as well, but its crown 
is made up of yellow feathers. 

In some parts night herons are called 
“qua-birds” or “quocks.” ‘These names 
are due to the “qua” or ‘“quock” 
sounds which the creatures utter. A 
person walking into a wooded swamp 
may be startled by the chorus of 
hoarse cries from nitght herons. .

last week. Net gains of 2 to 9 points 
were numerous and there were a few 
even higher. 

Genefal Motors, United States Steel. 
Montgomery Ward, Wright Aeroplane. 
Graham-Paige and International Nickel 
were the principal leaders in the up- 
ward movement of the day. General 
Motors got within striking distance of 
its record high, gaining 6 points net in 
a turnover of 339.000 shares. Graham- 
Paige touched a new high at 3914, then 
dropped back to close at 38 for ‘a net 
advance of 6 points. The turnover here 
totaled 110.500 shares. Chrysler, Dodge 
Hudson, Mack, Studebaker, Willys- 
Overland and other independent motors 
followed the leaders, with gains ex- 
tending to 214 points and unusually 
large turnovers. 

United States Stee] was more active 
than it has been for sometime, gaining 
334, points net. Bethlehem was the 
star actor in this group, however, soar- 
ing 6% points and making a new high 
of 65. Crucible gained 354, American 
Steel Foundry, 1%:: Republic, 3%: 
Ludlum, 314; Vanadium, 33%, and Sloss- 
Sheffield, 31’. 

The weekly reviews of the steel trade 
held that the reduction in unfilled 
orders was to be expected in April, and 
went on to say that production was 
holding its own and buying by the 
auto makers was increasing.

Then the Government began to in- 
trodvice its documenta., 
defense objection prevented, for the 
time being at least, presentation of a 
letter Fall wrote to Edward L. Doheny 
on July 8 1921, in which the Cabinet 
officer said he was to have full charge 
of the leasing of the naval oil lands. 
Justice Bailey reserved his decision on 
the objection and upon it will depend 
whether the Government will intro- 
duce a number of other letters Fall 
wrote and received. The defense ob- 
jected to the letter on the ground that 
what Fall had written to Doheny could 
have no bearing on the charges against 
Sinclair. 

E. C. Finney, Assistant Secertary of 
the Interior, who occupied the same 
position under Fall, testified that Fall 
h¢d handled the Teapot Dome lease 
and that none of the details had been 
referred to him as was usual in such 
matters. On cross-examination, how- 
ever, he agreed that before the lease 
was taken up Fall had assigned him to 
handle another oil lease, saying that 
he (Fall) would handle the Teapot 
Dome lease. 

Before Finney took the stand the 
Government read to the jury the entire 
Teapot Dome lease which required more 
than an hour’s time.

Sinclair Proposal in Record, . 


Among the many Gocuments intro- 
duced was the original proposal sub- 
mitted by Sinclair to Fall for the lease 
and also a travel voucber showing that 
Fall was in New York February 1 and 
2, 1922, just before the proposal was 
sent him in Washington. 

It was after the lease had been 
signed by Fall and he kad returned to 
his New Mexico ranch that Congress 
became interested in the Teapot Dome 
lease and it was brought out that Fall 
then sent to his executive assistant 
here, C. B. Stafford, this message: 

“Notify Sinclair best furnish secur- 
ity company bond in view of congres- 
sional interest.” 

Finney was on the stand about aii 
hour and told of Fall’s orders and 
handling of the lease as far as he was 
aware of the detai.s. In addition to 
handling the lease himself, the Secre- 
lary, he said, enjoinec:: the department 
force to secrecy concerning the lease, 
but admitted that after the lease was 
signed he had written a memorandum 
to Fall expressing the opinion that 
competitive bidding was unnecessary 
in awarding leases on the naval oll 
lands. He insisted, at the same time, 
that ne had not expressed such an 
opinion prior to the signing of the 
Teapot Dome lease. This, however, was 
not admitted in evicence, the court 
ruling that acts subsequent to the 
Signing of the lease were not perti- 
nent to the case. 


Brief for Sinclair Filed 
In Senate Contempt Case 


Martin W. Littleton, George P. Hoo- 
ver and G. T. Stanford, counsel for 
Harry F. Sinclair, filed a brief in the 
Court of Appeals yesterday in the con- 
tempt case in which Mr. Sinclair was 
sentenced to serve 90 days in jail and 
pay a fine of $500 for refusing to an- 
swer certain questions propounded by 
the Senate committee on public lands 
and surveys. This case has nothing to 
do with the Burns-Sinclair contempt 
case which involves the alleged tamper- 
ing with the Fall-Sinclair oil jury last 
November.

STAPLES. VERDICT 
TO HEADS OF ety 


Notice to Commissioners 
Fairly Bristles With Invec- 
tive Against Board. 


HOLDS CONSTITUTION 
VIOLATED AT TRIAL 


Asks Testimony Be Heard 
Against Police Capts. Lord 
and Burlingame. 


Representative Thomas L. Blanton. 
of Texas, signing himself as counsel for 
the appellant, yesterday filed a notice of 
appeal to the Commissioners from the 
finding of guilty by the Police Trial 
Board against Policeman Orville Sta- 
ples, who was ordered dismissed from 
the police force. Blanton’s appeal no- 
tice bristles with insulting language 
directed at the trial board, Assistant 
Corporation Counsel Robert L. Will- 
lams, and the Commissioners, and asks 
that he be granted until midnight April 
21 to file a brief. 


Blanton calls the case “a pretended 
trial,” and the trial board a “so-called” 
board. He asks the Commissioners to 
hear testimony concerning “acts of 
Capts. C. M. P. Lord and Guy Burlin- 
game. which wholly disqualified and 
made them unfit to sit in judgment 
upon this appellant,” and concerning 
acts that would similarly disqualify 
Williams to act as prosecutor. 

He charges that Burlingame and Lord 
were not appointed by the Commis- 
sioners aS members of the trial board. 
In this he is in error. They were so 
appointed by the Commissioners. 


Objections in Two Classes, 


Two classes of objections to the find- 
ing of guilty are raised by Blanton, 
some based on constitutional grounds 
and others on insufficiency of evidence. 
in one paragraph he complains because 
more testimony was not heard against 
nis client, and because he was found 
not guilty on one of the charges as a 
‘ consequence. 

One of the constitutional grounds 
alleged is that the United States Con- 
stitution guarantees that a person shall 
_ not be held to answer for an infamous 
crime unless on a presentment or in- 
dictment of a grand jury. Blanton says 
that specification No. 5 of the Staples 
charges named an infamous crime and 
adds: 

“The complaint is an affidavit of 
Marie. Waters, not urged by her, but 
specially incited to be made by Joe 
Hunt and Fred schenck, which affi- 
davit charges him with having com- 
mitted an infamous crime. Appellant 
has never been so charged on a pre- 
sentment or indictment of a grand 
jury. He was never tried by a trial 
board established or designated by said 
Commissioners. 

“The so-called tria! board, which sat 
in his pretended trial. embraced two 
police captains who were not members 
of a trial board, who had not been 
designated by the said. Commission- 
ers, and who took nwo oath whatever 
that they would try accused fairly and 
impartially, and render a true ver- 
dict according to the law and the evi- 
dence. 

“Appellant shows that were he guilty 
of the charges in the affidavit he 
would forever forfeit the respect of all 
decent people, and that he would be- 
come an outcast in scciety.” 


Declares Constitution Violated. 


Blanton also charges that the Con- 
stitution was violated in depriving 
Staples of his job and retirement 
Lights; depriving him of property with- 
Out due process of law The notice of 
appeal continues: 

“That said so-calied trial board in 
said pretended triait wholly ignored 
and disregarded and overrode the man- 
datory provisions of the police man- 
ual which required them to investi- 
gate the case ‘cleariy and justly’ and 
tO compel witnesses to give ‘positive 
»-atsd direct’ answers tc questions and 

required them not to ‘countenance 
evasions.’ 

“Witness after witness refused to an- 
swer ques:ions. Frequently the prose- 
cutor instructed witnesses not to an- 
swer pertinent questions. 

“It did not investigate the case 
clearly and justly. [t permitted coun- 
sel for witnesses to instruct them not 
to testify, and permitted the prosecutor 
to obstruct, hamper, interfere with, 
ridicule and override its rulings, and 
permitted him to obstruct in every 
improper conceivab.e manner the ad- 
mission by the appellant of his ma- 
terial, relevant, admissible, vital evi- 
dence constituting his defense.” 

Blanton goes on in the notice to 
charge that all witnesses except his own 
were impeached “beyond belief.” Then 
he gets down to the case of the Com- 
missioners and quotes an evening news- 
paper as hav’ ‘g said that “high police 
officials and District officials generally 
made it plain that they were elated ny 
the verdict,” and continued: 


Points to No Denial. 


“This public assertion,” he says, “has 
_mot been denied or repudiated by tine 
Commissioners. Appellant hopes that 
such report is untrue, for if true thts 
appeal would be a waste of time and 
useless.” 

Then Blanton returns to the trial 
board and Prosecutor Williams and says 
that if they had complied with the 
mandatory j rovisions of the police man- 
ual,and the prosecutor had not willfully 
and contentiously overridden the rul- 
ings of the board: 

“Appellant would have proven con- 
clusively that said evidence against him 
was framed, and caused to be manufac- 
tured by Joe Hunt and Fred Schenk in 
reprisal for their belief that he had 
given evidence to the Gibson committee 


on violations of the law in this Dis-. 


trict; and appellant will show on this 
appeal that + ‘; so-called trial and con- 
viction is a deliberate attempt to get 
rid of him, and to get him off the police 
force because in 1925 he gave testimony 
10 congressmen seeking to clean up the 
park police force, and because it is be- 
lieved that he has since given informa- 
tion to some members of the Gibson 
committee.”

For Exhibit Here 


Dr. Otto H. F. Volibehr, of Berlin, 
noted German bibliophile, will place 
on exhibition temorrow in the Library 
of Congress, a collection of fifteenth 
century books which he has collected 
during the past fifteea years.

The Zihlman hill authorizing the

Five of these bills already have been 
passed by the Senate. They follow: 

A bill designed to abolish “diploma 
mills” here; a bill to change the name 
ot St. Vincent’s Orphan Asylum to St.

MAN TO BE QUESTIONED 


The machinery of the grand jury will 
be set in motion this morning at 11 
o'clock in the attempt of District At- 
torney Leo A. Rover and his assistants, 
Miss M. Pearl McCall and William 4H. 
Collins, to procure indictments charg- 
ing Louls W. Hoffman, a physiotherapist, 
Victor Building, with the deliberate 
murder of Miss Eleanor W. Lehman, 24- 
year-old typist, and with performing a 
criminal operation upon her. 


Miss Lehman died March 3 in Hoff- 
man’s office of a broken neck and the 
Government will charge that Hoffman 
broke the neck of the typist after she 
went into convulsions from the alleged 
criminal operation. The principal wit- 
nesses against Hoffman, other than phy- 
sicilans, will be Mrs. Dorothy Monroe, a 
friend of Miss Lehman, who took the 
latter to Hoffman's office, and a marrfed 
man who knew Miss Lehman. 

This man, who worked in the office of 
the same motion picture concern that 
employed Miss Lehman, was taken to 
the district attorney’s office yesterday 
by Lieut. Edward J. Kelly, chief of the 
police homicide squad, for an interview 
with Miss McCall. 

While Miss McCall declined to give 
out the results of the interview it 1s 
known that the man denied having any 
knowledge of Miss Lehman’s condition 
and also denied ‘responsibility. He also 
denied he knew anything about the 
trip to Hoffman’s office, but he did ad- 
mit he was acquainted with Miss Leh- 
man. He was released on his promise 
to appear this morning before the 
grand jury. 

The. prosecution is proceeding on the 
theory that Hoffman became frightened 
at the attack of convulsions and broke 
the neck of Miss Lehman in order that 
it might appear to have been acci- 
dentally broken by the usual “adjust- 
ments.” Miss Lehman’s body was ex- 
humed and an autopsy performed by 
Dr. Joseph D. Rogers, deputy coroner, 
and Dr. A. M. McDonald, of Casualty 
Hospital staff. The result of this 
autopsy will be explained to the grand 
jurors by these physicians.

Design of Unknown’s Tomb 
To Be Picked in Contest 


Architects and Sculptors Asked to Submit Competitive 
Plans for Completing Memorial to Fallen Soldiers 
zt Arlington National Cemetery. 


Detailed plans for a national competl- 
tion for a design to complete the Un- 
known Soldier’s Tomb at Arlington Na- 


tional Cemetery were announced yester- 
day by Secretary of War Davis, who said 
that in conformity with congressional 
direction, a nation-wide Invitation 15 
made to architects, or architects and 
sculptors in collaboration, to a competi- 
tion for designs for the work, 

Congress has authorized plans made 
on a basis of $50,000 for the work, of 
which $44,000 will be available for erec- 
tion of the structure and $2,500 which 
actually has been appropriated to date 
will be used in the competition on de- 
signs. 

Competition will close at noon Sat- 
urday, June 2, by which time all dt- 
signs must be received at Washington. 
Secretary Davis will ask the American 
Institute of Architects to recommend an 
adviser to assist him on professional 
questions regarding the competition and 
aid the jury of awards in such manner 
45 may be necessary. 

The jury of awards will consist ot 
three architects selected from a list uf 
names to be submitted by the president 
of the American Institute of Architects, 
one representative of the American Le- 
gion and a representative of Gold Star 
Mothers, 

This jury will select five designs. The 
selected competitors will prepare mod- 
els which will show how their designs 
would look in the completed memorial. 

Five hurdred doliars will be paid 
each of the five selected competitors 
for this model work and from the five 
models the jury wis] select the best 
and most suitable design, the creator 
of which will be the architect for com- 
pletion of the memorial Bids will not 
be invited for this wors as the cheapest 
design might not be appropriate. 

Identity of all competitors will be 
withheld. Drawings submitted in the 
contest shall bear no mark or name 
that will serve as a means of identifi- 
cation. With each set o! drawings must 
be inclosed a plain sealed envelope 
without inscription or mark of any 
kind, containing the name and address 
of the creator. These will remain un- 
opened until a-decjsion in regard to 
the designs is reached. With each de- 
sign there will be submitted a descrip- 
tion of not more than 250 words of the 
character of material to be used. 

A contract will be made with the 
winner of the competition for prepara- 
tion of necessary plarssand specifica- 
tions und supervisicn of erection, for 
which service will be paid a commis- 
sion of 8 per cent of the cost of con- 
struction.

WEALTH NOT LAWYERS’ 
IDEAL, STONE SAYS 


Nor Should Students Aim to 
Be Tricky Attorneys, Ban- 
queters Are Told. 


The smart, tricky lawyer should not 
be the ideal of a young legal student, 
Justice Harlan F. Stone, of the United 
States Supreme Court stated last night 


in an address before the first annual 
enquet of the Edward Douglass White 
Law Club, of Georgetown Law -School, 
held in the Hamilton Hotel. 

Clients go to attorneys upon whose in- 
tegrity and honesty they can depend, 
he said, and no man ever made a large 
success upon any other basis. Justice 
Stone further urged students of law 
not to hold wealth as an ideal. No 
profession could have such an ideal 
and long remain a profession, he 
stated, saying that service is the real 
end.

Mrs. M. B. Ford Asks $50,000 
for Alleged Words at 
Church Services. 


RECTOR ALSO MAY ACT 


Remarks alleged to have been made 
by Mrs. Margaret duPont Lee, socially 
prominent sister of Alfred duPont, of 
Wilmington, Del., during healing serv- 
ices in St. Paul’s Episcopal Church 
here last February, culminated in the 
filling of a $50,000 suit for @ slander 
against Mrs. Lee, in the circuit division 
of the District Supreme Court, here, 
yesterday. 

The suit was filed by Mrs. Maud B. 
Ford, a real estate broker, of 2006 
Columbia road northwest, who de- 
clared that Mrs. Lee’s statements im- 
puted misbehavior to the plaintiff, 
connecting her name with that of a 
rector of an Episcopal Church. Ed- 
ward L. Marthill, attorney for Mrs. 
Ford, said yesterday he intended to file 
suit fof a like amount in behalf of the 
rector, 

Mrs. Ford alleges that Mrs. Lee’s re- 
marks resulted in damage to her repu- 
tation among her friends, business as- 
sociates and fellow church workers. Mrs. 
Lee, who is stopping at the Hotel Pow- 
hatan here, is well known in Washing- 
ton social circles, and is reported to be 
worth in the neighborhood of $1,000,- 
000, while Mrs. Ford has earned a repu- 
tation as one of the most successful 
women real estate operators in the city. 

The declaration states that in the 
presence of several persons at the 
church on February 5, Mrs. Lee said 
that Mrs. Ford “was no good, and now 
she’s got him.” Because of these re- 
marks Mrs. Ford said many people have 
“refused any transactions, acquaintance 
or business relations with her.”

Additions to Office and Pan- 
American Buildings Asked 
by Dallinger. 


LAST; MEASURE KILLED 


Construction of an annex to the 
House Office Building, and of an office 
building for the Pan-American Union, 
are authorized in bills introduced in 
the House yesterday. Representative 
Dallinger (Republican), of Massa- 
chusetts, introduced the first bill. It 
authorizes an expenditure of $900,000 
for purchase of a site west of the 
House Office Building, and %7,500,000 
for the construction thereon of the 
proposed annex. 

Such a bill passed the House at the 
last session, but died in the Senate 
filibuster at the close of the session.

This plot is owned by the United Siates 
Government. 

The bill authorizes the Director of 
Public Buildings and Public Parks to 
remove the temporary Government 
building that now occupies the site. It 
also exempts the proposed office build- 
ing from taxation.
